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DEATH HALTS 


THAW'S TRIAL 


Juror's Wife Expiring from Pneumonia, 


Progress of the Case Is Delayed— 


Adjournment Until Monday. 


Jurors Allowed to Go to Their Homes, But Are Warned 


Againet Giving Credence to Newspaper Stories 


— Told to Guide Selves on 


Honor and Oath. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Owing to thc 


death of the wife of Joseph H. Bolton, 
nue of the jurors, the trial of Harry K. 
Vbtt\v was this afternoon postponed un- 
lil next Monday morning. 


Mrs. Bolton had been ill for boveral 


lays wit!) double pneumonia. Her hus- 
band, juror No. 11, who had been locked 
up with the eleven other jurova for more 
than three weeks, was allowed to visit 
his home twice yesterday 
and 
again 


early today. He was accompanied on 
each occasion by two. other jurymen and 
two court officers. 


Mr. Bolton was in his plucc in the'jury 


box when court convened today, but it 
was known that his wife's condition was 


HO critical that he might be culled away 
at any moment. The session had been in 
progress le<s than fifteen minutes with 
Dr. IS. D. Evans, thc alienist- continuing 
his direct tcitimoriy, when the summons 
to the juror c.ime. His home is far up 
in the Bronx, and whe;i Mr. Bolton got 
there he found his wife nil lv.it dead. She 
had been kopt ulive by oxygen until he 
arrived, but expired within 
an 
hour 


after he renchcd'lier bedside. . 


CAN GO TO THEIR HOMES. 


It was agrees on motion of 
District 


Attorney Jerome. Thaw's attorneys con- 
curring, that the other eleven jurors in 
the case should not be kept under lock 
and key longer, but should be allowed to 
return to their homes, pending the re- 
sumption of the trial Monday morning. 
It was 2:05 p. in., when Mr. Jerome- 
made the formal annotmcement of thc 
death of Juror Bolton's wife and moved 
for an adjournment until M\>ndtty morn- 
ing. 
His action followed a, conference 


between Justice Fiug.T.iM and opposing 
counsel. 
, 


THAW IS DISAPPOINTED. 


When the jury filed into court there 


were two members missing, Juror No. 5, 
Hnrry C. H'lrncy, having remained with 
Mr. Bolton. 
Thaw wai 'also brought 


int(0 court to henr the order for adjourn- 
ment. 
He seemod somewhat downcast 


at the turn of affair*., but in common 
with everyone else in the case, declared 
he fell the deepest sympathy for the 
juror. 


Mr. Jerome in moving for the adjourn- 


j^ent, declared that to keep the other 
jurymen away from their homes during 
the delay would be more of a hardship 
than had been contemplated when the 
rule at the beginning of the trial was in- 


• 
voked. He said it was with the consent 
of ihe defendant's counsel that he asked 
that they be ollowed now to return to 
their home life. 


Mr. Hartridge formally

JUDGE'S ADVICE TO JURORS. 


Justice Fitzgerald i\cn addressed the 


jurors, explaining to them that the rule 
of keeping them together had not been 
adopted with the idea of .easting the 
slightest reflection upon them in any 
way. 


'•The action was not taken," he con- 


tinue,d. "upoa the suparnt? recommenda- 
tion of either side, but'upon the agree- 
ment of both sides and for reasons which 
appeared to be sufficient and excellent 
alike tP M"*! interests to the defense and 
the public. 


"It would have been well if the 
rule 


coiild-havc been adhered tit until the end 
of the trial, but this unfortunate occur- 
rence has. prevented it.

Mrs. ]Jc»liard a sin- 
ter if General French who has tiiUcn a 
prominent.,pnrt in the' suffragist move- 
ment, and who wna tKc leader of yes- 
terday's attack on the house of com- 
mons, was sentenced to pny a fine of 
$10, or undergo the twenty-one 
days' 


imprisonment. 


Some of the women who previously 


.•had been imprisoned for engaging in suf- 
fragist demonstrations also were fined $10 
with the option of a month's imprison- 
ment. 
The rest of the prisoners were 


condemned to p;iy fines of $T> cnch or un- 
dergo two weeks' in jail. They all elect- 
ed to go to prison.

The auditing and paying ofUyers of the 


state are coming into information about

continuous round of work in thc calen- 
dar of the deputy game warden.

1 BILLS PASSED BY ASSEMBLY. 


Two. bills were pushed hy the assem- 


bly. 
One by Mr. Kitubrook 
provides 


that nil bills passed by the legislature 
shall go into effect on July 1 next suc- 
ceeding' their passage and publication, 
unless otherwise expressly provided for. 
The other bill parsed provides that bul- 
letins of farmers' ipsttutcs shall be sent 
to county and district school superin- 
tendents for distribution among the dif- 
ferent schools instead of being distribut- 
ed through _thc ofiicc .of the state super- 
intendent of school*. 


Two bills-- were killed by the assem- 


bly. 'One by H. E. Roethe of Grant coun- 
ty repealed thc law requiring towns hav- 
ing no high school to pay the tuition 
of their pupils attending such schools 
in other towns, villages, or citie?. The 
other bill killed, which WHS In- Charles 
Neitzel of Oshk osh, left it optional with 
a -district. school board 
whether 
the 


state shall retain part of the district's 
share of the st.itc aid. and purchase ,li- 
bmry books for the district with it. 


GRAKTS NATIONAL GUARD $140,000. 


• The assembly committee on military 
affairs favorably reported the bill ap- 
propriating .,$140,000 for the Wisconsin 
'National guard, 
providing that 
the 


pujird shall conform in its organization 
to that of thc United States army. 


REFERENDUM SEEMS CERTAIN. 
Action on the principle of the referen- 


dum seems almost cerUiifi from this leg- 
islature. Innumerable bills and resolu- 
tions have been presented to the legisla- 
ture on the subject, and there are no 
less than twenty measures ponding at 
the present time which in some way pro- 
vide for the submission of legislative en- 
actment, cither municipal or state, to the 
voters. 
• Doubtless thc measures of greatest in- 
terest on :the subject are the constitu- 
tional amendment resolutions which are 
before both the senate and the assembly, 
and which are said to have thc endorse- 
ment of Chairman Connor of the Repub- 
lican state central committee. 
These 


measures provide that any bill passed by 
a legislature can upon petition of 5 per 
cent of the voters of Wisconsin, be sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote of the peo- 
ple, which, if such referendum is ordered, 
is a final endorsement or veto of the 
measure ..submitted to the voters. . 


Assemblyman Elver has .a bill which 


provides that any common council meas- 
ure mu_st. bn submitted to a vote of the 
people when a petition is placed before 
the .common council asking, for such a 
vote on a. measure. In Mr. Elver's bill 
the-.number • of signatures -which-will be 
necessary for a petition' to secure a ref- 
erendum is not named, and Sir. Elver 
claims that in leaving this number blank 
he did so with an idea, that the committe 
having thc bill in charge should be given 
an opportunity to fix the number of vot- 
ers necessary for tho rcfcrend-.un petition 
to be effective. 


The Socin.1 Democrats have a ^most 


complete referendum bill which provides 
that the principle shall apply to measures 
passed by county boards and city coun- 
cil?. Constitutional 
enactment 
is of 


course necessary to effect with the refer- 
endum principle bills passed by the leg- 
islature. 


Besides the direct bills for the refer- 


endum there are a very large number of 
measures before 
the 
legislature which 


will need a vote of the people before they 
finally become laws. Measures having a 
refercnum clause attached 
include the 


Stout woman's suffrage bill, thc Dunn 
pocket ballot bill, as well as several 
measures of more local interest to tlie 
parts of the state where it is ivsked they 
should be subjected to a referendum be- 
fore becoming Inws. 


HEARINGS ON AUTO BILLS. 


Hearings on the automobile bills will 


begin next week. Just what legislation 
is likely to be. drawn on thc subject of 
the regulation of automobile* cannot ye.t 
be said. As wan stated in this paper 
some time ago, there is a very strong de- 
mand on the part of many of the agri- 
cultural members of the legislature for a 
stringent measure regulating automo- 
biles. One of the bills which is attract- 
ing considerable attention and much en- 
dorsement is a measure which compels 
all automobile drivers to stop when pass- 
ing rigs with horses attached upon the 
road, no matter whether a signal for 
such stop in made or not. There is very 
little doubt that there will be a checking 
hy legislative eimclinetrt of the speed at 
whioh automobiles may be whirled along 
.eitlier city oi- country roads, 


INCOME TAX CONTEST. 


The fact that it. will' require -but t'av- 


ornble action by this session of the legis- 
lature lor the iMibmisMOii o.f the income 
tax. question to the jeople of Wisconsin, 


is causing a. good deal of interest in thc 
joint constitutional amendment on this 
subject now pending before the legisla- 
ture. There is going to be a. strong-fight' 
against the measure, and the lineup on 
the proposition will by no means bo upon 
factional lines. In the assembly ne.irly 
all tlie members are favorable to' thc in- 
come tux proposition, aiid if the measure 
is defeated it will be in the senate r.ither 
than in the assembly. 
Still there are a 


good many of the more prominmfc of the 
senators who arc giviug their support to 
the resolution in one form or aiiothcrtanfl 
therefore it is not likely to full by the 
wayside, no matter what kind of&rfight 
is put up against tho measure. 


PLANS TO PROTECT DEER. 


Northern Wisconsin members say that 


ihcre is no doubt that something will be 
done to protect deer from such slaugh- 
ters (is have occurred thc last f<jtv years 
in Wisconsin. It is claimed that should 
these annual slaughters be continued it 
would only be a. short lime before Wis- 
consin would be without deer. Tliat the 
bill for the shortening of the deer season 
from twijnty to'fifteen days will become 
a. law now appears likely, and some of 
thc bills prohibiting the killing of deer 
in certain counties will be passed. Tay- 
lor county is making the most effectual 
light on this subject for an absolute pro- 
hibition against the" killing of deer in 
tiiat county, and a very large number of 
petitions have been received by the leg- 
islature from residents of that county 
•asking that it be placed upon the closed 
list as far as the slaughter of deer with- 
iii its limits is concerned.

The $0, $S and $10 pensions under the 
ct of June 27, 1S90, will soon disappear 
vhen the new law gets into working 
rder, for there are Only a few veterans 
inder the age of 62.

This latter company 
will not make an effort to come into 
the city, claiming they are satisfied with 
the local lines of the other company, 
as feeder to their system. 


SOMCTHING WORSE THAN WAR. 
.Chicago Clironicle: War is a-dreadful 


thing even when the issue of it' is not 
dreaded. It is a dreadful thing for, a. 
great people, leading the van of liberty 
and civilization, engrossed in the, arts, 
of peiice and rejoicing in unprecedented, 
prosperity and affluence, to turn aside, 
from these things for years of. bloo,d- 
shod nnd a colossal debt just to cleaioiy, 
strate its prowess. 
It is like a peace- 


able and dignified citizen being compelled 
to take off his coat and administer a 
thrashing to a quarrelsome rowdy. 


This is the only kind of "war scare,"

school board in'San Francisco. Obvious- 
ly the proper method of solving a con- 
flict of Inws is by litigation, and 
any 


reasonable party will await and abide 
by its result. 
"When it'is proposed that the school 
board shall violate the laws of Californ- 
ia and surrender its own legal rights not 
only .without appealing to the courts but 
without awniting the result of a'suit 
already begun it can only mean that 
some people arc panic stricken. and'nrb 
willing to make this nation eat dirt not 
so much for the benefits 
as 'for *he 


amusement of Japan. 


This policy can have only the most dis- 


astrous consequences. 
It. will destroy 


the respect which Japan 
has hitherto 


felt for this country and lead her -to 
prepare still further humiliations for it. 
Even after San Francisco shall have hu- 
miliated and stultified herself there ia 
not the remotest prospect of its doing 
any good. She is to be compensated for 
this "by a treaty 
excluding Japunese 


coolies from -thin country, and this in 
turn is to be based on the exclusion of 
American workmen from Japan. This is 
so preposterous that the senate has in- 
formally served notice on the 
govern- 


ment that no such treaty will ever' be 
ratified. 


The prospect, is, therefore, that tho

and that the government will be con- 
fronted • with a harder task than ever 
in trying to humble.itself .sufficiently to 
satisfy the Asiatic mind.

other nations ending at last in the very 
war which it is relied on to prevent.

FOREST RESERVES 


VALUABLE; THE AREA 


IS OF VAST EXTENT 


Standing Timber Alone Worth $700,000,000 


-• —Improvements and Appropriation - 


by Government Necessary 


at Once. 


Curtis in Chicago Record-Herald: 
WASHINGTON7.—Gilford Pinchot, in 


charge of the forestry bureau of the 
Agricultural Department, estimates that 
the forest reserves of the United States, 
which already'contain 127,000,000 acres, 
or about 200,000 square miies, are worth 
SI ,400,000,000, and that the 
standing 


timber upon them is worth $700,000,000. 
Tne«s reserves have an area equivalent 
to that of New England, Kew York, 
Delaware, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Virginia and the District of 
Columbia combined. He 
expects 
not 


only to make the forest- service 
self- 


supporting, but to make an annual in- 
come of $8,000,000 a. year for the public 
treasury by selling the dead and down 
timber and cutting out that which is 
ripe and should be removed. This money, 
after paying the expense of maintenance, 
it ifi proposed to divide between the fed- 
eral treasury and the states in which 
the forest reserves are located. In 1905 
the revenue from timber sold, the per- 
mits for grazing and 
other 
sources 


amounted to $59,000; in 1906 it was 
$703,533, and in 1907 it will probably 
amount to something over a 
million 


dollars. Nor are these the only possible 
sources of revenue to the government 
from the forest reserves. It ia prbp'os- 
ed to sell the water power ti manufact- 
uring industries at the rate 'of '75 cents 
perj .horse power per year,1', and 
tha't 


should bring an additional htcbmc of 
several million dollars. 


' It is expected that tJie forest .-reserve 
bureau of the' Agricultural'Department 
wjill become selfTBUstaining- by the- sear 
•1911. Last year.more than a "million 
i3pllars were appropriated for its sup- 
port, and this yoar about .$000,000, a re- 
duction of $100,000. The requirements 
will decrease more rapidly in the future, 
as soon as the bureau completes its or- 
ganization and builds a system of roade, 
trails and bridges by which the interior 
of the forests may be reached. At pres- 
ent it is impossible to get at much of 
the dead timber, and enormous losses 
from fire and wastage take place for 
that reason every year. 


Secretary Wilson and 
Mr. 
Pinchot 


asked 'Congress "to advance the bureaus 
of forestry the sum of $5,000,000, of 
which $2,000,000 could be available, this 
year for the purpose of making perman- 
ent improvements in order to realize up- 
on the wealth that lies latent in the 
forest reserve, and, at the same time, to 
protect it from injury and destruction. 
The longer these' improvements are put 
off the more the government will lose. 
Ifisthe necessary facilities can be pro- 
vided at once, a great deal of valuable 
tiipber can be saved and sold and the 
m'pjjey turned .into the treasury. '.Mr. 
P'inchot promised that the entire $5,000,- 
000'asked for will'be returned'with in- 
terest within ten years if Congress will 
.pei'miti him to' provide these. • facilities. 
The situation -of the government is sim- 
ilar to that of a man who 1ms ;a large 
'tract 
of idle property that •• would 


pay: him handsome dividends 'By the ex- 
.pferi'diture of a little money in improve- 
ments. The government owns this vast 
empire of forests, which, at the lowest 
estimate, might be made to pay a rev- 
enue of $5,000,000 a year, but it is first 
necessary to provide means to make it 
accessible. 


The committee on agriculture recom- 


mended an appropriation of $1,400,000 
for the current year, and it was grant- 
ed by the House 
of Representatives. 


This money is • wanted for 
permanent 


improvements, and the most imperative 
need is trails to enable the foresters and 
rangers to get over the ground rapidly 
to stop fires. It is absolutely necessary 
that they should have quick access, to 
every part of a reserve, and $1,500,000 
is asked! for that 
purpose. By this 


means several times that amount of 
money could be saved every year 
by 


preventing fires. 


The government loses from 
$12,060,- 


000 to $15,000,000 annually from that 
cause, and the greater part of it could 
be »aved if the facilities were provided. 
If our reserves, which are the most ex- 
tensive and the moat valuable of any 
nation in the world, were maintained on 
the Prussian basil, we would have 1,500 
supervisors and 117.000 rangers employ- 
ed for their protection, instead of nine- 
ty ' supervisors, and 800 rangers, as at 
present. Our rangers are expected to 
covrr an area of 200,000 acres each, nnd 
each supervisor a territory of 1,413,000 
acres. Their task is made the more dif- 
ficult because there are few trails, no 
telegraph or telephone lines, no bridges, 
and passage throughout the forests gen- 
erally is obstructed] 'by fallen, timber 
and undergrowth so »at in many cases 
it is necessary for the rangers to travel 
long distances to reafeh fires that are 
burning rapidly. 
( 
• « • • i 


The fact that the ground is covered 


with dead and dry timber and brush 
makus the fires more destructive.as well 
as .more.frequentjiiud jiiore difficult to. 
put out. Whero the gijound is clear it 
ia considered un advantage to have it 
burned over 
every ycjir or no. .The 


i«»h(is. futtilizG the soili'arid the fire keeps 


down the useless underbrush, which robs 
the trees of the nourishment they are 
entitled to. 
A large part of the fallen 


timber is valuable and can bo utilized. 
It is now sold to the highest bidder in 
sections as large as they want. 
Th6 


contractors are usually lumbermen in 
the vicinity. They are required to .build 
roads and practically clear the ground 
within -tho limits of their contract, so as 
to. remove the greatest danger of fire. 
They are also allowed to cut a certain 
amount 
of standing 
timber, which 


should be cleared away for the benefit 
of tho other trees. The supervisors and 
rangers go through the forest, mark the 
trees that can be cut, and then let the 
lumbermen go in and work under the 
supervision of inspectors. 
All of 
the 


proceeds from the sale of this timber go 
into the treasury as a special fund and 
can be used for the protection and im- 
provement of the forests in addition to 
the regular appropriations. 
During the 


year 1906 the receipts were, over $150,- 
000 from this source, chiefly m Montana, 
Wyoming and Arizona. 


The money is wanted this year to 


build cabins for the use of the rangers; 
fences to keep out stock, telephone lines 
so that the rangers at the different sta- 
tions can communicate with each other;, 
fire lines .and ditches to 
prevent 
the 


spread of fire; bridges over canyons and 
deep streams in order to economize trav- 
el, and for tools, implements and other 
necessary material. There ought' to be 
thousands' of miles of horseback trails 
through each of the forest reserves.

Dr. E. C. Schroder and W. E. Cotton 


of the bureau of animal -industry have 
reported on their extensive experiments, 
which tend to show that tuberculous 
may develop in the lungs, no matter 
through' what channuels the bacilli gain 
entrance to the body, and that the' loca- 
tion of lesions in the lungs can no longer 
be considered an evidence that infection 
entered by means of respiration. They 
say that too mnch iinportanca has been 
attached to the agency-of dried sputum 
and too little to the danger from fresh 
or moist tut^rculous material, which en- 
te^rs human food -j«i jtwiny ways, one of 
which is in the milk of tUbcroui^ug cow». 
Cattle and hogs were inoculated wn» tu- 
bercle bacilli near the end of the tail, aha. 
died from iung tuberculous in twenty- 
three days. These experts believe that 
ingestion is a. greater danger than res- 
piration.

It is to the effect that no employe.-.sliall 
be allowed to continue on duty who.has 
been on duty sixteen, hours, in theiaggre 
gute. in any twenty-four hour period, or 
to go on duty, without having. had,:at 
least eight hours off dMy within 'such, 
twenty-four hour period.
